Grady & Chiles 
square off on TV 


Dr. John Grady and incumbent 
Senator Lawton Chiles agreed on 
the future of the Cross Florida 
Barge Canal but disagreed on 
enough issues to keep their first 
televised debate lively and give 
hope of more of the same in their 
second debate Monday, 

Grady and Chiles squared off 
Tuesday evening in a state-wide 
broadcast sponsored by the Florida 
Jaycees and the Florida League of 
Women Voters being telecast from 
Orlando, Their second debate will 
be telecast from Miami at 7 p.m. 
Monday. 

Grady rapped the incumbent 
senator for his votes on defense 
spending, the Panama Canal and a 
balanced budget while declaring he 
favors an anti-abortion Consti- 
tutional Amendment and that the 
United States is lagging the Soviet 
Union militarily. 

Grady also pooh-poohed the 
Federal Government in the Sun- 
shine Law sponsored by Chiles as 
an election year gimmick that 
doesn't apply to the Cabinet or to 
Congress. 

Chiles — counterzattacked with 
jibes at Grady's political party 
Switches, claims Grady was 
mis-informed on several of his 
votes in the Senate as well as the 
Sunshine Law and that Grady's 
promise to balance the budget isn't 
as simple as it seems. 

On the Cross Florida Barge 
Canal, both candidates agreed they 
wouldn't favor completion without 
assurance its- economic impact 
would make it worthwhile and that 
it wouldn't endanger the aquifer. 

Disagreeing. with „Grady, Chiles 
said he is personally opposed to 
abortion on demand but he

believes the- states should retain 
the right to decide What restrict- 
ions should be placed on it. 

Unemployment, Grady said, 
should be handled by private 
enterprise. "Government can't give 
us anything without taking 
something away first," he main- 
tained. Chiles said he agrees with 
the. goals of the Humphrey- 
Hawkins bill but disagrees with its 
methods. 

Chies said he "is nobody's boy” 
and that he feels the proper way 
government should control unem- 
ployment is to institute automatic 
controls which would go into effect 
when the national unemployment 
rate reaches approximately 7 per 
cent. 

Chiles said Grady's promise to 
balance the budget by making 
across-the-board cuts іп every 
department except defense would 
mean cuts of 16 per cent. 

On Social Security, Grady said 
he would be in favor of supporting 
senior citizens by maintaining high 
Social Security payments and 
removing the condition that causes 
a recipient to lose funds if he has 
an outside income. 

Chiles said that if Grady 
includes Social Security in his 
exceptions to budget cuts, that 
would mean another 4 per cent 
increase in cuts to be made in 
every other area, causing 20 per 
cent cuts in such benefits as 
veterans' benefits. 

Grady said the Panama Canal, 
in his opinion, is non-negotiable 
and there should be no attempt to 
draft a new treaty. He charged 
Chiles had voted against a bill in

FT. TICONDEROGA ON LAKE CHAM- 
PLAIN, Oct. 14,1776 ~ Gen'l Benedict Arnold's 
litte navy on Lake Champlain has been blasted 
and scattered. Yet he may have won. 


Although our casualties amount to about 80 
meri and Brig. Gen’l David Waterbury, Arnold's 
second in command; and two boat crews have 
been captured, a pair of defeats on this lake may 
amount to an American victory. 

The. British under Gen' Guy Carleton could 
now be discouraged about penetrating deeper from 
Canada and postpone any further invasion efforts 
until next year. Gen'l Arnold, his 500 men and 15 
home-made boats have given America precious 
time. 

Three mornings ago at 8 o'clock, we peered 
lakeward south of Valcour Island and first saw 
the head of the formidable column of British 
ships. 

Arnold's force had been lying hidden and 
waiting behind the island for more than two 
weeks but we were, shame to say, surprised. 

Gen'l Arnold had no prior intelligence of the 
attack due to an unfortunate accident which 
destroyed his canoes and prohibited sending out 
scouting parties. 

The silent string of enemy vessels was long -- 
an 18-gun ship, inflexible, a snow, three schooners, 
two sloops and 20 small gunboats. There were 
even more vessels carrying troops, farther north. 

Some of Arnold's officers counseled a run for 
the south. But the short, muscular New Haven 
druggist felt if he could entice the British into the 
narrow channel behind Valcour, they could not 
bring their guns to bear in close quarters. 

Arnold sent his schooner, Royal Savage 
(captured last year at St. John), and four row 
galleys out in plain view of the enemy. Instantly, 
the British came about into severe headwinds. 

Unfortunately, poor handling of Royal Savage 
drove her aground after inflexible had put three 
balls into her. The British fleet then entered the 
narrow channel and Arnold watched his strategy 
succeed ~ at first. The enemy fleet was stopped 
from maneuvering by the wind and current, 

However, the British commander, a veteran 
Royal Navy man no doubt, ordered 17 gunboats

to lower sail and row. They came ahead firing’ 

with devastating effect. 

On Congress, Gen'l Arnold ran from gun to 
gun, pointing each for his inexperienced crew (the 
man is superb in action). He received blistering 
fire, too. I counted 17 hits on his vessel, but 
Congress nevertheless somehow stayed afloat. The 
gunboat Philadelphia was sunk. 

The enemy put a large number of Indians 
ashore on Valcour and harassed us with musket 
balls in the battle which lasted until nightfall. At 
7 p.m., 13 of Arnold's vessels, battered and 
leaking, escaped southward. 

Yesterday the British caught up with us about 
ten miles from Crown Point. Congress, with 
Arnold aboard, and Washington, with Waterbury 
in command, were sailing in the rear of the 
column to protect the others. Quickly pounded 
and shattered, Washington struck its colors and 
surrendered. 

The British ships crunched through the 
foundering American boats, raking every vessel 
with accurately aimed guns. Surrounded by seven 
enemy ships, Congress, sails in tatters, rigging in 
shreds and four men killed, was run aground and 
burned by Arnold. All but three of the original 15 
vessels were destroyed or captured. 

Together with the crews of three gondolas 
(including me), Arnold reached Crown Point 
through the dense woods last evening. Fearing 
enemy pursuit (especially the British-led savages 
who were hot behind us), we set fire to the fort 
there and plunged southward on foot again. 

As we were leaving Crown Point, I saw a 
familiar rotund silhouette against the flames. It 
was Turk in the company of another boat crew. 
Cripping wet, he came jogging up to us with a 
smile on his powder-blackened face. 

“Our crew sank a boatload of Hessians!” he 
bragged, falling into step and chattering gaily — 
like we weren't a miserable, hungry, sodden, 
defeated and hunted remnant of Benedict Arnold's 
navy 

"Defeat!" Turk snorted. "Benedict Arnold has 
won! He's won us time — six months of blessed 
time. And you and I were a part of it, lad!" he 

chuckled. 

It took until 4 a.m.. this morning, when we 
arrived at this fort and threw ourselves on the 


ground in exhaustion, for my colleague's words to 
sink in.

The salary structures 
which the U. S. Postal 
Service set for itself for 
management and labor have 
a ceiling of $63,000. A large 
number of management 
officers receive salaries 
which far exceed those of 
Senators and Congressmen. 
The Post Office labor force 
receives salaries which far 
exceed those for government 
employees. PRIOR TO THE

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If we produced today's 
food supply with the 
techniques avaialble at the 
time of World War I, we 
would need seven times as 
many farm workers — about 
31 million instead of today's 
4.4 million. 

One person out of three in 
today's urban labor force 
would need to leave his job 
and go back to farming. 
The present products and 
services produced by that 
one out of three would be 
lost. 


We would need 20 times as 
many horses and mules as 
we have today. Just to raise 
that many work horses and 
mules, even with an allout 
breeding effort, would take

nearly 20 year. Then, it 
would take 180 million acres 
of land to raise horse and 
mule feed. That's half as 
many acres as we planted to 
drops last year. It's about 
twice the U. S. acreage that 
grew crops for export last 
year. People around the 
world would be starving 
while our horses and mules 
ate. 

People in the. United 
States would ‘not be eating 
very well, nor nearly as 
cheaply either. The labor 
costs alone for raising 
potatoes, for instance, would 
be nearly 50 per cent more 
than farmers now get for 
potatoes. 

To get the nitrogen 
necessary for today's yields 


would require farmers to 
grow and plow down large 
acreages о nitrogen- 
producing legumes. That 
would take 140 million 
acres, and that much less 
land available to grow grain 
crops. 

The combination of 180 
million acres for horse feed 
and 140 million to produce 
nitrogen would total 320 
million acres. That is equal 
io the entire amount. of 
harvested cropland in the 
United States in 1973. 

In short, trying to produce 
today’s food needs with 
World War I techniques 
would be a catastrophe for 
the nation. This tells us 
something about the task 
ahead. If we don't make 


even more remarkable 
agricultural progress in the 
next 50 to 60 years, the 
people of that time will be 
engulfed in an even greater 
catastrophe.
